ceptlon of a handful of grizzled men 
whose faith in their camp and their 
mines never

Calico was so named because of a 


peculiar rock formation in the sur- 
rounding hills, that gave a spotted 
eflect to the slopes. 
It was a low-

were its great mines, with the "Wat- 
erloo" an immense 
low-grade pro-

AMERICA'S FINANCIAL PKOGRAM. 


With the §2.400,000,000 emergency war tax bill 


iu. conference and the $11,500,000,000 war credits 
bill passed without a record vote by both -houses of 
^Congress, the main features of the government's 
financial program for the fiscal year ending June 
80, 1918, have been completed. With the excep- 
tion , of . minor, details of distributing taxation 
against which legitimate objection might have been 
offered, the administration appears to have devised 
a sound, workable plan of financing the war. 


The estimated expenditures for the current fiscal 


rear, after deducting receipts under .existing laws, 
will be; according to the- Treasury Department, 
about ?10.449,000,000, from which the |2,000,000.- 
000 of bonds already issued may be .deducted, leav- 
ing substantially $8,500,000,000 to be provided for. 
The emergency revenue bill will raise $2,400,000,- 
000. 
Under this arrange'ment 2S.3 percent of the 


-war costs will be met by current taxation and 71.8 


.Thus in the first year of the war the United 


States ; proposes to raise by direct taxation 9 per- 
cent, more than England during the third .year of 
the war," 21 percent more than France or Germany 
and 27 percent more than Caoada. In- view of the 
fact that ihgland ranks .higher than any other 
nation in the management of .revenue and finance. 
the tax burden imposed by Congress; .certainly 
seenis to be high: enough. During the 'second year 
of the war it may be possible to levy heavier taxes, 
but it is not unwise in the first year to%rperiment 
Trith the unquestionably safe 28 percent and ob- 
serve whether a. larger burden would suppress busi- 
ness and dry up many large sources of revenue, 


TID$ KEW WAR BONDS. 
• 


The new" war'credit's bill ^of eleven and one-half 


billions provides, for the issuance of new long-term 
bonds to th:* amount of ?7;53S.OOO,000!and $4,000,- 
OOOjOOO one-year certificates of indebtedness. Of 
the bonds authorization is given to loan our allies 
14,000,000,000, '-and in addition thereto the unex- 
pended; balance of the appropriation's made by the 
act 'of April.: 1917." This "unexpended balance" is 
presumed to be $1,000.000.000, as the act of April 
last authorized $3,000,000,000 and only $2,000.- 
000,000 were issued under the Liberty Loan of last 
June. 
' - ' . ' . 


The new bonds will differ from the first issue in 


two inspects. First, they may be sold at: a rate of 
interest, "not to exceed four percent;" instead of 
&/2 percent, and, second, they shall be liable to 
certain taxes. Section 7- of -the new war bond bill 
provides: 
" 


'"All such bonds shall be exempt, both as to prin- 


cipal and interest, from all taxation now or here- 
after imposed by the United States, any State, or 
any possessions of the United States, or by an* 
local taxing authority, except (a) estate or inheri- 
tance taxes, and (b) graduated additional income 
taxes, commonly known as surtaxes, and ex- 
cess profits or war-profits taxes, now or hereafter 
imposed by the United States upon the income -»r 
profits of individuals, partnerships, associations or 
corporations.7' 


It has been officially stated that the-Secretary 


of the Treasury will offer the new bonds at four 
cent nud that holders of the first Liberty Bonds 
will be permitted to exchange their holdings for 
the nevv issue without cost. Mr. McAdoo has ex- 
plained die anticipated effect of this plan as fol- 
lows :

STATE POSTPONES -ITS DUTY. 


That the State Highway Commission has failed 


to fulfill its obligation to Alameda County in the 
matter of constructing sections of the State high- 
ways is definitely established by the record of facts. 
Whether the commission has been guilty of delib- 
erate and reprehensible neglect or merely pre- 
vented from doing its duty by insuperable physical 
obstacles may be determined after an explanation 
has been vouchsafed by the commission. 


According to the county supervisors, when Ala- 


meda County purchased a block of State: highway 
bonds two years ago the State commission pledged 
itself to perform a certain amount of highway 
building. Two stretches of the highway which were 
included in the couiiui.s:siou's promises — one through 
the Altamont pass and the other from Warm 
Springs southward — remain unfinished at this late 
date. 


The delay has been shown to be due solely to the 


failure of the highway commission to furnish the 
material necessary for the construction work,. Pur- 
chase and delivery of material; is exclusively re- 
served to the commission and it alone is responsi- 
ble for the efficient performance of this part of the 
work.

.The officials of Alameda County have been more 


than reasonably patient with the commission's 
dilatoviness and; only at" the end of two years, 
when the uncompleted sections of the highway are 
torn up and traffic on main arteries of the county 
blocked, have they been moved to protest. The 
sections of the roads above mentioned were closed 
for reconstruction upon orders from the commission 
and the latter is in duty bound to see to it that 
they are completed and. opened to the traffic of the 
county before the winter rains come — at the earli- 
est possible moment. Otherwise the State Highway 
Commission will be responsible for. incalculable

CORN IS KING.

SAX FRANCISCO. Sept. 19.— The week- 


ly weather and crop report of the United 
States weather bureau, sent out by E. A. 
Seals, says: 


"During the first half of the week local 


rains occurred in the northern counties. 
which were beneficial to pastures and 
late crops. 
The last half of the week. 


was unusually warm north of the Te- 
hachapi and this hot weather hastened 
the ripening of corn, rice 
and 
fruit. 


Farmers Vmve b^siin harvepMng r. s^ofl 
crop of corn and an excellent crop of 
rice. The bean harvest is well advanced 
and while this crop has suffered seri- 
ously from red spiders and in some places 
from lack of water, the losses will be 
more than made up by the Increased 
acreage, and a large yield is now an as- 
sured fact. 


The condition of the second crop of 
potatoes in the southern portion of the 
state has improved very little during the 
week. The new crop Is not so thrifty and 
promising as expected and a large amount 
of re-seeding has been necessary on ac- 
count of that first planted having rotted 
in the ground. The sunny days and hot 
weather added materially to the sugar 
contents of beets not yet matured and 
the harvesting of this crop 
Is 
being 


/pushed as rapidly as possible. 
Thompson's seedless grapes have prac- 


.tically all been dried and the picking of 
i muscat grapes has become general. Some 


of the earlier picked muscat grapes are 
now well advanced in the curing process. 
Peaches have nearly all been gathered, 
and prune and hop drying are drawing to 
a close. Both of these crops turned out 
better than expected. 
A. large acreage 


of the winter varieties of cabbages and 
tomatoes is being planted in San Diego 
county. • A fine crop of cotton has been 
seriously injured in portions of Imperial 
county on account of a shortage of irri- 
gation water, and not only In this county, 
but elsewhere in a number of places, ir- 
rigation water has become practically ex- 
hausted and in consequence some of the 
late crops are not maturing as well as 
expected earlier in the season."
